pany’s announcement that it would retain its 
Deming Pump Division in Salem and house 
it in a new $6 million plant constituted the 
good news that our citizens had been hoping 
and praying to hear for the past year. 
Although the final decision was made at 
C rane’s corporate offices in New York City, 
much success goes to local Deming Division 
officials, like General Manager Jack Klein, 
Salem Area Development Corporation Presi­ 
dent Howard E. Firestone, city and township

Plant M anager Jack Kerr; R. C. Brady, head 
of Facilities Planning Service which represent­ 
ed Crane: Alfred L. Fitch, SAIDC counsel, and 
other dedicated individuals too numerous to 
mention. 
. 
The campaign to keep Crane-Deming in Sa­ 
lem, extending over a period of two years 
since Crane indicated it was seeking a new 
location, was a demonstration of true “com­ 
munity esprit de corps’ — cooperation at its 
fullest. It was only a year ago when it appear­ 
ed that Crane might move to Lisbon or Colum­ 
biana, that this newspaper appealed to SAIDC 


not to give up the fight. Despite “on again, off 
again” negotiations, our civic leaders enter­ 
tained no thoughts of quitting. They were in­ 
spired by earlier success in bringing Buckeye 
International’s new plashes plant to Salem. 
And so it was that our industrial develop­ 
ment leaders, captained by Howard Firestone, 
and with city officials’ support, were able to 
offer a choice 40-acre factory site which soon 
will be accessible from extended Pennsylvan­ 
ia Ave. and the State Rt. 45 bypass. 
Ground is expected to be broken in April 
for the modern plant, with occupancy antici­ 
pated in the fall of 1971. 
Crane’s decision to build its new facility here 
for the manufacture of world-renown Deming

Instead, Japan is among the most pros­ 
perous nations in the world, consistently pre­ 
venting U S. goods from competing with the 
home product while flooding U.S. markets with 
goods of its own. 
It is about time the United States become* 
pragmatic before it is too late.

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missiles into their medium-range sites without 
being detected, thus obtaining an advantage if 
the present arms control talks are limited to

sians asked that their medium-range m issiles 
be excluded Pom detailed discussions on stra­ 
tegic limitations, contending that these weapons 
posed no threat to the United States. 


Fortunately the United States insisted that 
the medium-range missiles be included in the 
discussions. Otherwise the Russians might have 
gotten awav with hiding some of their long- 
range missiles among the medium-range weap­ 
ons—might have if it hadn’t been for the keen 
eyes of U.S. space satellites. 


IF THE ASSUMPTION is correct that the 
Russians were attern ping to gain a weapons 
and bargaining advantage by subterfuge, it 
merely tends to substantiate the belief of many 
that the Soviet Union will not agree to mutual 
inspections because it has something to hide. 
Such reluctance to be open and above board 
in its dealings, coupled wi h its obvious wi I- 
bigness to engage in trickery, compels the Unit­ 
ed States to be extremely wary in any negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet Union involving the securi­ 
ty of this nation. 


Budget Notes 


Gasps still can be heard as John Q. Public 
tries to comprehend what President Nixon’s 
1200.8-billion federal budget really means. 
He knows that such a sum represents some­ 
thing that is going on the federal level that 
needs rectifying. 


He may not be sure just what it is, or what 
figures are involved. 
Maybe these hints will help him decide: 
Over the past IO years the federal payroll has 
increased IOO per cent; health arx! welfare 
spending is up 200 per cent; federal spending 
for education and manpower has increased 500 
per cent; interest on the national debt has risen 
85 per cent. 
And the number of State Department em­ 
ployes today is six times what it was at the 
close of World War ll while the Agriculture De­ 
partment has 130,000 employes — one for each 
26 farms in America.

Legislative Directory 
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Undermining Foe In Laos 


By RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A vital part of President Nixon’s Vietnam 
strategy has never been told in public. 
Vietnamization has been 
announced 
with 
some fanfare .No secret has been made of the 
continued heavy bombing of the Ho Chi Minh 
trails. Weekly Amt r.can bat le-death reports 
attest to the pressure U.S. troops are bringing 
on the Communist forces. 
But however coniident the White House an­ 
nouncements, no knowiedgeab e strategist now 
believes these pressures by themselves will 
bring Hanoi to negotiations, or force the North 
Vietnamese exped tionary armies to go home. 
The secret is tied up in some unreported as­ 
pects of American operations in Laos and in 
certain relations being developed with Prince 
Sihanouk of Cambodia. 
Some American activities in Laos have been 
advertised. But 
these 
publicized 
actions — 
bombings, logistical support and advisers for 
Laos armies—aren’t what the operation is all 
about. 
For security reasons, certain Lao and Cam­ 
bodian operations cannot be reported in detail. 
Their purpose can be. They aim at doing to 
Hanoi in Laos what the Viet Cong have been 
doing to us in South Vietnam. 
NIXON’S MEN ARE attempting to perfect 
the organization of a tribal undergiound (be­ 
gun years ago) under the feet of Hanoi’s troops 
in Laos, thus cutting the underpinnings of that 
North Vietnamese base. 
The job is made easier because a strong an­ 
tagonism has developed between many of the 
tribesmen and the North Vietnamese along 
racial lines. 
A former political officer of the North Viet­ 
namese forces, responsible for working with 
the Lao, complained bitterly to this reporter 
he was finding it more and more difficult to 
get co-operation. 
Now in this it is not necessary to win the ter­ 
ritory from the North Vietnamese. It is only 
necessary for Hanoi's armies to feel ins:cure 
in the territories they hold. They wil' then be 
in the same position as American troops In 
South Vietnam a year or so back. They would 
hold the roads and could move anywhere under 
military escort, but never have control of what 


they occupied. 
IF WE ARE SUCCESSFUL in these attempts 
we will be hitting at the very heart of the North 
Vietnamese war in South Vietnam: 
• One tenet of guerrilla war is that you must 
have secure bases. 
The strength of the Communists in South 
Vietnam today is that they can lie low in Laos 
or Cambodia, build their strength and bide 
their time until a situation looks ripe, then 
strike out from their safe haven 
while 
the 
Americans and South 
Vietnamese 
must 
be 
guarding all points of an impossibly I ng, rug­ 
ged border all the time—an untenable situa­ 
tion for us. 
Without these safe havens, Communist abil­ 
ities wou'd be cut sharply. 
The Cambodian program (while quite differ 
ent) has the same objectives—to make the 
North Vietnamese invaders quite uncomfort­ 
able and uncertain, thus making that country 
less usable as a base of operations against 
South Vietnam. 
• A SECOND TENET OF guerrilla war Is 
that you must never allow a possible enemy 
to have a potential guerrilla base c’ose to your 
own border, for then he can do to you what 
you have been doing to him. That is, he can 
use the territory to set up guerrilla operations 
in your homeland. 
The men in Hanoi most certainly will be 
deeply disturbed (it is hoped here) if a strong 
underground develops In the territory they oc­ 
cupy in Laos. For obviously it could spread toe 
North Vietnam. Hanoi couldn’t be sure. 
Tribal boundaries of the major Lao tribes 
stretch well into Hanoi’s territories. The an­ 
cient tribal groupings don’t follow modern pol­ 
itical boundaries. Most of North Vietnam’s hill 
tribesmen are members of the same clans that 
live in northern Laos. 
And it is known that 
many of North Vietnam’s hill tribesmen are 
unhappy, though unable at present to do any­ 
thing about their dissatisfaction. 
No one here expects these worries to cause 
Ho's successors to give up their hope of win­ 
ning South Vietnam. But Hanoi might decide 
to deescalate (and possibly to negotiate) to 
get us out of the Saigon picture—which would 
give South Vietnam the breathing spell it so 
badly needs.

A Weak 
Reed

UNITED NATIONS HEADQUARTERS, New 


York — In the large pressroom in the tall U.N. 


Secretariat on the East River, typewriters are 
easy to find. At midday, out of a couple of doz­ 


en. one is busy. 
The press r e l e a s e racks, however, are 


stuffed. The receptions for U Thant in Africa. 
His speech at Ouagadougou. The deliberations 


of the multifold committees. In the past hour, 


three newsmen have glanced over the rack. 
This, to be sure, is a slack season. The Gen­ 
eral Assembly is not in session. No blaze of 


flags surrounds the imposing entrance court. 
But the U N. charter will have its 25th birthday 


next October. If this really is the center of the 


world, ifs a mighty quiet center. 
I’ve been busy with the 230-page Monthly Sta­ 
tistical Bulletin — and an adding machine. Na­ 


tions representing 152 million people cast a ma­ 


jority — 64 — of the 126 votes in the General 
Assembly. This is 50 million fewer than the pop­ 


ulation of the United States. The U.S. has one 


vote. 


I HAVE DISCOVERED, also, that no special 


statistics are carried for the Beyelorussian So­ 
cialist Soviet Republic or the Ukranian Socialist 


Soviet Republic, although each has a vote. The 
fiction of three separate Russian nations was 


Stalin’s price for joining the United Nations in 


the first place, a fantasy that even United Na­ 
tions statisticians now ignore. 
The sm allest U N. m em ber is the Maldivj Is­ 
lands, population 106,000. Eighty of the U N. 


m em bers have less population than the city of 


Tokyo. Only 26 of these 80 are original mem­ 


bers. Most of the rest are products of the 
breakup of the old empires. In general, they 


represent not only few people but the lowest per 


capita wealth and tile feeblest level of educa­ 
tion. 
It was recognized at the U.N.’s formation 25 


years ago that the General Assembly might be­ 
come a mob and therefore, in an effort to give 


some responsible leadership to the organization, 


the 15-member Security Council was created. 


Five were to be perm anent mem bers — the 
United States, Russia, the United Kingdom, 


France and China — each holding the right of 
veto. The IO nonpermanent members were to be 


elected for two-year incumbencies by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 


But even the Security Council fell almost im­ 
mediately into trouble. Chiang got pushed out of 
mainland China so the Chinese seat represents 
only Taiwan. Russia has exercised its veto with 
abandon. And now that the very litt'e count ies 
control the General Assembly, they are moving 
into control of the Security Council as well. 
Thus, in addition to the five perm anent mem­ 
bers, the Security Council now includes Burun­ 
di, Colombia. Finland. Nepal, Nicaragua, Po­ 
land, Sierra Leone, Spain, Syria and Gambia. 


Six of these IO have populations ranging from 
a high of 5 7 million for Syria down to 250,000 
for Gambia. 
The little countries are, with few exceptions, 
poor and mostly black. It is natural, therefore, 
that they would be preoccupied with obtaining 
appropriations from the wealthy countries for 
their own welfare and with promoting the do- 
s - ction of those nation* in Africa where Waite 
minorities control black majorities. 


But the finances of the United Nations are all 
haywire. Uncle Sam is tapped for one-third of 
the U.N.’s regular budget and about 70 per cent 
of its total spending. More thnn half of the U N. 
m em bers are in arrears and that explains why 
the General Assembly refuses to remove voting 
rights from delinquent countries 


Actually, as Henry J. Taylor recently pointed 
©ut, a two-thirds m ajority in the General Az* 
semblv can consist of na ions winch contribute 
only 5 per cent of the U N. budget. 
In order to placate this majority, the United 
States has boycotted Rhodesia. Rhodesia used 
to be our biggest supplier of chrome. Now we 
must buy our chrome from Russia. Since the 
Rhodesian boycott, the price of Russian chrome 
has doubl'd to keep the African stales happy 
we’ve been euchred into subsidizing Russia. 


THE NIXON ADMINISTRATION recently In­ 
troduced a U.N. resolution that would limit the 
m em bership of countries representing no one 
and nothing. Tile chances for that resolution are 
thinner than a beggar's coat. 
The United Nations has some limited uses 
which it performs moderately well. But each 
year it becomes less representative of the peo­ 
ple of the world. No one wants to dism antle it, 
but it’s time we looked at it with d e a r eyes It 
is a soup kitchen in which the soup is supplied 
bv the envied find dispensed bv lam as, guru*, 
■hamans and witch doctors to the generally dis­ 
organized. 


We still have too many emotional school­ 
teachers telling our kids that the United Na­ 
tions is the hope of the world, lf it is, we’ve 
bad it.

HOMES FOR AMERICANS 
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Television Review 


Color Adds Enliving 
Touch to Programs 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 
AP Television-Radio Writer 
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NEW YORK (AP) - It is a 
rare television program today 
that is not made in color. 
Producers of programs think 
in terms of color, rely on it, 
build effects on it. Yet 60 per 
cent of the nation's television 
homes still can see only black 
and white pictures. 
This viewer, with a color set 
hospitalized 
for 
emergency 
treatment, found many black 
and white programs, particular-: 
ly weekend sports shows, lack-! 
ing a vital, enlivening ingre­ 
dient, like salt in soup. 
The initial program of this 
season’s “Experiment in Televi­ 
sion’’ on NBC Sunray afternoon 
was not an hour that, in any 
event, would be every viewer’s 
choice. 
It 
was 
a 
fantasy, 
Dream on Monkey Mountain,” 
full of the dreams and hopes of 
a West Indian black man. It was 
filmed in Trinidad and per­ 
formed by a talented native 
cast. 
The story was built on the 
framework of the last days of 
an old mountain man who has 
recurrent visions that he is an 
African king, freeing his people 
from oppression. What really 
happens is that he smashes a 


village bar and is thrown in an 
island jail. The drama moves 
from grim reality to his grandi­ 
ose 
visions 
and 
nightmares, 
with village people assuming 
other roles. However, the native 
color and scenery would have 
provided an extra dimension 
that might have helped fix the 
viewer’s mood and. perhaps, 
helped his comprehension. 
“Uncle Sam Magoo,” an NBC 
special, was a cartoon show 


that actually was more expert 
mental, in TV terms, than the 
earlier program. Hie familiar 
little 
near-sighted 
character, 
dressed in an Uncle Sam suit, 
was the viewer’s guide on a 
roller-coaster ride of American 
history. It started with Leif 
Ericson and Christopher Colum­ 
bus and wound up with our av 
tronauts landing on the moon. 
In 
between, 
a 
chronological 
mixup of Americana wandered 
wildly and widely from the ar­ 
rival of the Pilgrims to Teddy 
Roosevelt’s 
San 
Juan 
Hill 
charge and all wars. 
Mostly the program was done 
in cartoon style with near-sight­ 


ed jokes, but the Civil War peri­ 
od was covered with old litho­ 
graphs and drawings—animated 
to show the cannons belching 
flame, and attempts at humor 
were, 
happily, 
temporarily 
abandoned. 
Again, color would have add­ 
ed some 50 per cent to the view­ 
ing pleasure. But humor, histo­ 
ry, patriotism and cartoons did 
not seem to mix comfortably.

Friday 
night was, without the addition 
of color, just another trave­ 
logue-type hour with a self-con­ 
sciously poetic script. It special­ 
ized in dramatic shots of great 
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expanses 
of 
prairie 
grasses

and of rushing streams—all of 
which might have been a visual 
delight. Hugh Downs handled 
his role as narrator with earnest 
dignity. 
Where there is a fast-moving 
story—a Western or action show 
or even a situation comedy—col­ 
or cm- lack of color does not 
make much difference. It might 
be a good idea if the producers 
took a look at the product once 
in a while in black and white.

Dear Ann: I’ve been reading 
your column for years hoping 
someone would write in with 
my p r o b l e m . No one has. 
Please help me — I’m getting! 
desperate. 
My husband is 36 years old. I 
He cannot read or write. He 
can sign his name and address 
— and that’s all. 
When he was a child his par­ 
ents moved a great deal. They 
were very poor and he missed 
a lot of school. Nobody noticed. 
I wasn’t aware of his illiteracy 
until after we were married. He 


used to pretene he left his 
glasses somewhere and I read 
things to him before I realized 
he couldn’t read. 
We have three lovely children 
and we live in a niie neighbor­ 
hood.

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Crane - Deming And Salem 


As a Salem News headline so aptly ex press­ 
ed it, Friday , the 13th, was certainly no un­ 
lucky day for our community . Tne Crane Com­ 
pany 's announcement that it would retain its 
Deming Pump Div sion in Salem and house 
it in a new $6 million plant constituted the 
good news that our citizens had been hoping 
and pray ing to hear for the past y ear. 
Although the final decision was made at 
Crane's corporate offices in New York City , 
much success goes to local Deming Division 
officials, like General Manager Jack Klein, 
Salem Area Development Corporation Presi­ 
dent Howard E. Firestone, city and township 
officers 
and 
county 
commissioners; 
Salem 
Plant Manager Jack Kerr; R. C. Brady , head 
of Facilities Planning Service which represent­ 
ed Crane: Alfred L. Fitch, SAIDC counsel, and 
other dedicated individuals too numerous to 
mention. 
* 
The campaign to keep Crane-Deming in Sa­ 
lem, ex tending over a period of two y ears 
since Crane indicated it was seeking a new 
location, was a demonstration of true “com­ 
munity esprit de corps’ — cooperation at it* 
fullest. It was only a y ear ago when it appear­ 
ed that Crane might move to Lisbon or Colum­ 
biana, that this newspaper appealed to SAIDC 


not to give up the fight. Despite “on again, off 
again” negotiations, our civic leaders enter­ 
tained no thoughts of q uitting. They were in­ 
spired by earlier success in bringing Buckey e 
International’s new plas ics plant to Salem. 
And so it was that our industrial develop­ 
ment leaders, captained by Howard Firestone, 
and with city officials’ support, were able to 
offer a choice 40-acre factory site which soon 
will be accessible from ex tended Pennsy lvan­ 
ia Ave. and the State Rt. 45 by pass. 
Ground is ex pected to be broken in April 
for the modern plant, with occupancy antici­ 
pated in the fall of 1971. 
Crane's decision to build its new facility her® 
for the manufacture of world-renown Deming 
pumps is a tribute to the skilled Deming crafts­ 
men, many of them second and third genera­ 
tions of families who were associated 
with

We Won the War 


Our conduct in South Vietnam is causing a 
great deal of concern in the State Department.

The diplomats realize this can be most dan­ 
gerous. For all of its realism, the world still is 
dominated by power and power politics. 
While Russia is telling Japan that it has no 
intention of returning any territory seized dur­ 
ing the last war, the United States is concerned 
about what the Japanese people think about 
Okinawa. 
We won the war and if Okinawa is essential 
to our defense then we should pay no attention 
to our former adversary . 
Further, were it not for the United States, the 
Japanese economy would still be in the dol­ 
drums. Instead, Japan is among the most pros­ 
perous nations in the world, consistently pre­ 
venting U.S. goods from competing with the 
home product while flooding U.S. markets with 
goods of its own. 
It is about time the United States become* 
pragmatic before it is too late. 
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missiles into their medium-range sites without 
being detected, thus obtaining an advantage if 
the nre« ?ent arms control talks are limited to 
“ known” long-range missile complex es. 
In the preliminary talks in Helsinki the Rus­ 
sians asked that their medium-range missiles 
be ex cluded Pom detailed discussions on stra­ 
tegic limitations, contending that these weapon* 
posed no threat to the United Spates. 
Fortunately the United States insisted that 
the medium-range missiles be included in the 
discussions. Otherwise the Russians might have 
gotten awav with hiding some of their long- 
range missiles among the medium-range weap­ 
ons—might have if it hadn’t been for the keen 
ey es of U.S. space satellites. 


IF THE ASSUMPTION is correct that the 
Russians were attemping to gain a weapons 
and bargaining advantage by subterfuge, it 
merely tends tc substantiate the belief of many 
that the Soviet Union will not agree to mutual 
inspections because it has something to hide. 
Such reluctance to be open and above board 
in its dealings, coupled wi h its obv.ous will­ 
ingness to engage in trickery , compels the Unit­ 
ed States to be ex tremely wary in any negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet Union involving the securi­ 
ty of this nation. 


Budget Notes 


Gasps still can be heard as John Q. Public 
tries to comprehend what President Nix on’s 
1200.8 -billion federal budget really means. 
He knows that such a sum represents some­ 
thing that is going on the federal level that 
needs rectify ing. 


He may not be sure just what it is, or what 
figures are involved. 
May be these hints will help him decide: 
Over the past 10 y ears the federal pay roll has 
increased 100 per cent; health and welfare 
spending is up 200 per cent; federal spending 
for education and manpower has increased 5 00 
per cent; interest on the national debt has risen 
8 5 per cent. 
And the number of State Department em­ 
ploy es today is six times what it was at the 
close of World War II while the Agriculture De- 
par. ment has 130.000 employ es — one for each 
26 farms in America. 
Federal bureaucratic fat has to be cut away 
te'nre tax pay ers can hope that any real att ck 
will be made on inflation and bring about last­ 
ing economic stability .

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Undermining Foe In Laos

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A vital part of Pres .dent Nix on’s Vietnam 
strategy has never been told in public. 
Vietnamization has been 
announced 
with 
some fanfare .No secret has been made of the 
continued heavy bombing of the Ho Chi Minh 
trails. Weekly American bat’le-death reports 
attest to the pressure U.S. troops are bringing 
on the Communist forces. 
But however coniident the White House an­ 
nouncements, no knowiedgeab e strategist now 
believes these pressures by themselves will 
bring Hanoi to negotiations, or force the North 
Vietnamese ex peditionary armies to go home. 
The secret is tied up in some unre.iorted as­ 
pects of American operations in Laos and in 
certain relations being developed with Prince 
Sihanouk of Cambodia. 
Some American activities in Laos have been 
advertised. But these publicized actions — 
bombings, logistical support and advisers for 
Laos armies—aren’t what the operation is all 
about. 
For security reasons, certain Lao and Cam­ 
bodian operations cannot be reported in detail. 
Their purpose can be. They aim at doing to 
Hanoi in Laos what the Viet Cong have been 
doing to us in South Vietnam. 
NIXON'S MEN ARE attempting to perfect 
the organization of a tribal underground (be­ 
gun y ears ago) under the feet of Hanoi’s troops 
in Laos, thus cutting the underpinnings of that 
North Vietnamese base. 
The job is made easier because a strong an­ 
tagonism has developed between many of the 
tribesmen and the North Vietnamese along 
racial lines. 
A former political officer of the North Viet­ 
namese forces, responsible for working with 
the Lao, complained bitterly to this reporter 
he was finding it more and more difficult to 
get co-operation. 
Now in this it is not necessary to win the ter­ 
ritory ’ from the North Vietnamese. It is only 
necessary for Hanoi’s armies to feel ins:cure 
in the territories they hold. They wil1 then be 
in the same position as American troops in 
South Vietnam a y ear or so back. They would 
hold the roads and could move any where under 
military escort, but never have control of what 


they occupied. 
IF WE ARE SUCCESSFUL in these attempt* 
we will be hitting at the very heart of the North 
Vietnamese war in South Vietnam: 
• One tenet of guerrilla war is that y ou must 
have secure bases. 
The strength of the Communists in South 
Vietnam today is that they can iie low in Laos 
or Cambodia, build their strength and bide 
their time until a situation looks ripe, then 
strike out from their safe haven while 
the 
Americans and South 
Vietnamese 
must 
b® 
guarding all points of an impossibly 1 ng. rug­ 
ged border all the time—an untenable situa­ 
tion for us. 
Without these safe havens, Communist abil­ 
ities wou’d be cut sharply . 
The Cambodian program (while q uite differ­ 
ent) has the same objectives—to make the 
North Vietnamese invaders q uite uncomfort­ 
able and uncertain, thus making that country 
less usable as a base of operations against 
South Vietnam. 
• A SECOND TENET OF guerrilla war is 
that y ou must never allow a possible enemy 
to have a potential guerrilla base c'ose to y our 
own border, for then he can do to y ou what 
y ou have been doing to him. That is, he can 
use the territory to set up guerrilla operations 
in y our homeland. 
The men in Hanoi most certainly will be 
deeply disturbed (it is hoped here) if a strong 
underground develops in the territory they oc­ 
cupy in Laos. For obviously it could spread Ur 
North Vietnam. Hanoi couldn’t be sure. 
Tribal boundaries of the major Lao tribes 
stretch well into Hanoi’s territories. The an­ 
cient tribal groupings don't follow modern pol­ 
itical boundaries. Most of North Vietnam’s hill 
tribesmen are members of the same clans that 
live in northern Laos. 
And it is known that 
many of North Vietnam’s hill tribesmen are 
unhappy , though unable at present to do any ­ 
thing about their dissatisfaction. 
No one here ex pects these worries to cause 
Ho’s successors to give up their hope of win­ 
ning South Vietnam. But Hanoi might decide 
to de escalate (and possibly to negotiate) to 
get us out of the Saigon picture—which would 
give South Vietnam the breathing spell it so 
badly needs.

A Weak

UNTTED NATIONS HEADQUARTERS, New 
York — In the large pressroom in the tall U.N. 
Secretariat on the East River, ty pewriters are 
easy to find. At midday , out of a couple of doz­ 


en. one is busy . 
The press r e l e a s e racks, however, are 
stuffed. The receptions for U Thant in Africa. 
His speech at Ouagadougou. The deliberations 
of the multifold committees In the past hour, 
three newsmen have glanced over the rack. 
This, to be sure, is a slack season. The Gen­ 
eral Assembly is not in session. No blaze of 
flags surrounds the imposing entrance court. 
But the U N. charter will have its 25 th birthday 
nex t October. If this really Ls the center of the 
world, it’s a mighty q uiet center. 
I’ve been busy with the 230-page Monthly Sta­ 
tistical Bulletin — and an adding machine. Na­ 
tions representing 152 million people cast a ma­ 
jority — 64 — of the 126 votes in the General 
Assembly . This is 5 0 million fewer than the pop­ 
ulation of the United States. The U.S. has one 


vote. 


I HAVE DISCOVERED, also, that no special 
statistics are carried for the Bey elorussian So­ 
cialist Soviet Republic or the Ukranian Socialist 
Soviet Republic, although each has a vote. The 
fiction of three separate Russian nations was 
Stalin's price for joining the United Nations in 


the first place, a fantasy that even UnKed Na­ 
tions statisticians now ignore. 
The smallest U.N. member is the Maldiv$ Is­ 
lands, population 106,000. Eighty of the U.N. 
members have less population than the city of 
Toky o. Only 26 of these 80 are original mem­ 
bers. Most ot the rest are products of the 
breakup of the old empires. In general, they 
represent not only few people but the lowest per 


caoita wealth and the feeblest level of educa­ 
tion. 
It was recognized at the U.N.’s formation 25 
y ears ago thai the General Assembly might be­ 
come a mob and therefore, in an effort to give 
•ome responsible leadership to the organization, 
the 15 -member Security Council was created. 


Five were to be permanent members — the 
United States, Russia, the United Kingdom, 
France and China — each holding the right of 
veto. The 10 nonpermanent members were to be 
elected for two-y ear incumbencies by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly 
But even the Security Council fell almost im­ 
mediately into trouble. Chiang got pushed out of 
mainland China so the Chinese seat represent* 
only Taiwan. Russia has ex ercised its veto with 
abandon. And now that the very litt'e countries 
control the General Assembly , they are moving 
into control of the Security Council as we;I. 
Thus, in addition to the five permanent mem­ 
bers, the Security Council now includes Burun­ 
di, Colombia. Finland, Nepal, Nicaragua. Po­ 
land, Sierra Leone, Spain, Sy ria and Gambia. 
Six of these 10 have populations ranging from 
a high of 5 7 million for Sy ria down to 25 0,000 
for Gambia. 
The little countries are, with few ex ceptions, 
poor and mostly black. It is natural, therefore, 
that they would be preoccupied with obtaining 
appropriations from the wealthy countries for 
their own welfare and with promoting the d®- 
s -iction of those nations in Africa where woite 
minorities control black majorities. 
But the finances of the United Nations are all 
hay wire. Uncle Sam is tapped for one-third of 
the U.N.’s regular budget and about 70 per cent 
of its total spending. More th^n half of the U.N. 
members are in arrears and that ex plains why 
the General Assembly refuses to remove voting 
rights from delinq uent countries. 
Actually , as Henry J. Tay lor recently pointed 
out, a two-thirds majority in the General As­ 
sembly can consist of na ions which contribute 
only 5 per cent of the U.N. budget. 
In order to placate this majority , the United 
States has boy cotted Rhodesia. Rhodesia used 
to be our biggest supplier of chrome. Now we 
must buy our chrome from Russia. Since the 
Rhodesian boy cott, the price of Russian chrome 
has doubl'd to keep the Afiican stales happy 
we’ve been euchred into subsidizing Russia. 


THE NIXON ADMINISTRATION recently In­ 
troduced a U.N. resolution that would limit the 
membership ot countries representing no one 
and nothing. The chances for that resolution are 
thinner than a beggar’s coat. 
The United Nations has some limited uses 
which it performs moderately well. But each 
y ear it becomes less representative of the peo­ 
ple of the world. No one wants to dismantle it, 
but it’s time we looked at it with clear ey es. It 
is a soup kitchen in which the soup is supplied 
bv the envied and dispensed bv lamas, gurus, 
shamans and witch doctors to the generally dis­ 
organized. 
We still have too many emotional school­ 
teachers telling our kids that the United Na­ 
tions is the hope of the world. If it is, we’v® 
had it.
